Hovers Over Eost 


Droug ht and dust storms in the Southwest make 
the headlines, but there hav e been droug ht conditions 
in the northeastern part of the United States for 11 
of the past 14 y ears, with cumulativ e effects which 
are being felt in many way s. 
New York City has declared a water emerg ency . 
With an ey e on the 1950 crisis, when, in desperation, 
cloud seeding was resorted to, the city suburbs hav e 
been told to batten down for another "dry one.” 
Perhaps New York’s ex tensiv e reserv oir sy stem 
can bt used as a g aug e of what’s ahead. The av erag e 
reserv oir lev el stands at 7 2 per cent of normal. In the 
critical y ear o f 1950 the lev els were 7 8 per cent of nor­ 
mal on this date. The shadow of droug ht has prompt­ 
ed New York authorities to call for the bothersome 
measures which were necessary four y ears ag o—no car 
washing , no lawn watering , no street flushing , and so 
on. 
What the summer holds for other parts of the East 
it is difficult to say althoug h Cumberland Is now g et­ 
ting ov er a water shortag e. The spring hasn’t been too 
g enerous with precipitation. Ground water is low. 
Many farmers complain that shallow wells do not snap 
back the way they formerly did. Many farms hav e 
been on semi-rationing for a y ear. Wells now require ^ 
long periods of rest. 
There are many ex planations. The basic one seems 
to be that the climb in the av erag e winter tempera­ 
tures in the temperate to nes'bring s milder winters, 
cooler spring s and drier—thoug h not necessarily ho t­ 
ter—summers. The plain fact seems to be that man 
is taking out more each y ear than nature is putting 
back.

many other persons are affected in 
the same way at the same time. 
Food poisoning differs in that only 
those who have consumed the same 
meal are made ill. 
In addition, sy mptoms develop 
within six hours after eating the 
spoiled product. 
The individual 
becomes 
nauseated, 
dizzy , 
and 
breaks out into a cold sweat. This 
is followed by vorAiting , abdominal 
cramps, 
and 
diarrhea. 
When 
sy mptoms are severe, prostration 
follows and many g o into shock. 
I have observed big , husky sol­ 
diers who were strong enoug h to 
lift a cow, wilt completely when 
overtaken by poisonous food. Dis­ 
tress lasts two to six hours and 
thereafter the pulse streng thens 
and the color improves. In severe 
cases, weakness, nausea, cramps, 
and loss of appetite may persist 
8 to 24 hours. 
Almost every one 
survives because nature sees to it 
the contaminated m aterial is elim­ 
inated. but fast. 


Nowaday s, most food poisoning 
epidemics are traceable to infec­ 
tion with the hemoly tic staphy lo­ 
coccus. 
This g erm is a frequent 
inhabitant of the skin and is found 
in infected cuts, pimples, boils, and 
in the nose and throat of victims 
of the common cold. 
Most of us are able to tolerate a 
certain number of these micro- 
org anistns in food but the situation 
chang es when they multiply rapid­ 
ly . 
This arises when our food 
handlers develop colds or have 
cuts and abrasions on their hands 
and when food is handled in an in­ 
sanitary manner or is stored In 
uncovered vessels. 
Im p rc ^ r re- 
friferaUon or ioadequalt cooking 


also play a role. 
The most sus­ 
ceptible foods are leftovers that 
have been exposed to bacteria sev­ 
eral times.

(INS)—When the 
last bellow is heard in the Mc- 
Carthy -Army 
debate, 
and 
the 
wicked little red ey es of the TV 
cam eras g row dim, what then? 
Who pay s? And who’s minding the 
store in the meantime? 
As this hearing g oes along it be­ 
comes increasing ly evident that 
there is g oing to be a winner and 
there is g oing to be a loser. Some­ 
body eventually will be exposed 
before millions as a liar or an In­ 
competent or a perverter of power. 
Somebody else is g oing to be re­ 
vealed as a tower of truth, an ef­ 
ficient 
public 
servant, 
and 
a» 
g uardian of democratic processes. 
If it is Sen. McCarthy , Roy M. 
Cohn and Francis C arr who are 
revealed as in the wrong in this 
case, it could mean the end of Mc­ 
Carthy ’s unique power in his pany , 
and peremptory dismissal from the 
subcommittee staff of Cohn, who 
has a rem arkable record in tho

D rought and dust storm s In the Southw est m ake 
the headlines, but there have been drought conditions 
in the northeastern p art of the U nited States for ll 
of the past 14 years, w ith cum ulative effects which 
are being felt In m any ways. 


New York City has declared a w ater emergency. 
W ith an eye on the 1950 crisis, when, in desperation, 
cloud seeding was resorted to, the city suburbs have 
been told to batten down for another “dry one.” 
Perhaps New York’s extensive reservoir system 
can be used as a gauge of w hat’s ahead. The average 
reservoir level stands at 72 per cent of norm al. In the 
critical year of 1950 the levels were 78 per cent of nor­ 
mal on this date. The shadow of drought has prom pt­ 
ed New York authorities to call for the bothersom e 
m easures which were necessary four years ago—no car 


washing, no lawn w atering, no street flushing, and so 
on. 
W hat the sum m er holds for other parts of the East 
It la difficult to say although Cum berland Is now get­ 
ting over a w ater shortage. The spring h a sn ’t been too 
generous with precipitation. O round w ater Is low. 
Many farm ers complain th a t shallow wells do not snap 
back the way they form erly did. Many farm s have 
been on sem i-rationing for a year. Wells now require 
long periods of rest. 
There are m any explanations. The basic one seems 
to be th a t the climb In the average w inter tem pera­ 
ture* In the tem perate nones brings m ilder w inters, 
cooler springs and drier—though not necessarily h o t­ 
te r—sum m ers. The plain fact seems to be th a t m an 
Is taking out more each year than natu re Is putting

How Wrong Can They Be? 


I saw an article in the London “ Daily Mirror,” which 
has an enormous circulation. 
Th# headline reads: 
“Th# Appalling Failure of Eisenhower.’* 
The story is by John Walters and of him his news- 
R paper says: 
‘•This dispatch on the present sickening crisis in 
America reached the ‘Mirror’ last night. It is from John 
Walters, who has represented this newspaper in the States 
for many years. Because of America's world significance 
today, special prominence is given to his message.’’ 
The story opens with this paragraph: 
*’America is unhappy, bewildered and frightened be­ 
cause of the appalling failure of the self-proclaimed 
crusader she elected President.” 


Of course, no American will recognise the dla^- 
nosts. We have our troubles, our quarrels, our sensa­ 
tions and our absurdities, but no one who lives hero 
will scree that we are particularly unhappy or be­ 
wildered or frightened. In fart, a fair criticism might 
he that we are too gay, too fun-loving In the face of 
serious crises. 


I walk along Broadway in New York and I see about 
a million faces on their way to play at something. Are 
they unhappy? Not while they have jingle money in their 
pockets. 
Are they bewildered? -If anything, they are 
bewildered by our friends becoming neutral after we 
helped them so much. 
All the agencies of government have tried to frighten 
th# American people. 
They have published maps and 
charts and photographs showing them exactly how they 
ar# going to b# killed by the H-bomb. Has there been 
an evacuation of the big cities? 
Not so anyone would 
notice It. In fact, in our tenement we are all signing two- 
year leases at this m om ent This is the kind of peopl# 
who do not scare readily. It the H-bomb came along, 
tome speculator would probably put up grandstands and 
hope to make an honest dollar. 


Now, as to Eisenhower’s “appalling failure.” it just 
Is too early to judge whether he Is a suceessful. a 
middling, or a falling President. 
Americans judge 
such conditions differently from others. 
If on the 
whole everybody works and earns a living and taxrs- 
do not go any higher. Americans would say that 
Elsenhower Is a fairly successful President In tough 
times. 
If our sons are not sent to fight In foreign 
countries, we would say he is a very successful 
President In troubled times. 
If he gets Into trouble 
with Congress but puts over the essentials of his legis­ 
lative program, this country Is likely to forget some 
of the political ineptitudes of his administration. 


Americans maybe are not as good as the British 
because they do not take their politics as seriously as 
the British do. No American really expects his president 
to be a superman. Perhaps that is why Ike’s golf score 
evokes such interest, and the newspapers publish a serial 
on how Mamie came to m arry Ike and what they have 
done since then. I am sure that more Americans read 
*uch a serial than read the President’s speeches, which 
• re no different from any other president’s speeches, 
usually dull except when he speaks extemporaneously. 
Then this President has wit and humor. 
This business about being a crusader never meant 
anything much. It came from the title of a book. Nobody 
ever expected any kind of a crusade because the last 
crusader, Carry Nation, got to be a bit of a bore. Besides, 
►what is there to crusade about? 
The next quotation I shall give you from John Walters 
Is this: 
“ And his fellow crusaders have thrown off their fin# 
election disguise, revealing themselves as soldiers of slick, 
political opportunism and arrogant capitalism.” 


I do not know what he means by “slick, political 
opportunism.” unless it be that a president of the 
United States is limited in his authority by the Con­ 
stitution and that he has to get along with Congress 
or the nation stands still. 
Ours is a government of 
compromises and always has been. No president can 
quite lead Congress, as Mr. Roosevelt learned when he 
tried to pack the courts or to purge his opponents. 
President Eisenhower faces very serious problems and 
difficulties which he can only meet with congressional 
cooperation. 


As to “arrogant capitalism.” I must leave that where 
It stands. The United States is a capitalistic country. Th# 
American people believe in private enterprise. If Walters 
bas been around, he ought to know that.

as an equal of the powers at this 
conference. It is even more fan­ 
tastic that the government at Peijv 
fng which not so many months ago 
was professing to the world that 
It had nothing to do with the in­ 
tervention by Chinese Communist 
troops in Korea and that these 
mer# merely “Chinese volunteers” 
should now be asking for equal 
recognition as a “major power.” 
It was only a few* months ago, 
too, that the United Nations wr.s 
by formal resolution declaring the 
government of Red China to be an 
ai pressor, but at the conference 
here one would think the Red Chi­ 
nese were as respectable as the 
I -vernments of the free world. 
Only by reason of the studied aloof­ 
ness by the United Stites delega­ 
tion Is there any impression con­ 
veyed that the Chinese Communist 
government is regarded as guilty 
of one of the worst crimes in all 
history. So far as public opinion 
In and around Geneva is concern­ 
ed—if indeed there is such a thing

—the Red Chinese are just another 
government engaged in some dip­ 
lomatic exchanges here in one 
more of the many international 
conferences which from time to 
time have been convened in this' 
center of Swiss neutrality. 
The Red Chinese and Russians 
are housed in the best hotels and 
appear to be enjoying their new­ 
found equality, at least as dele­ 
gates. What seems to be forgotten 
is that the Communists are re­ 
sponsible for atrocity murders of 
hundreds of thousands of captives 
from various countries, plus th# 
death of 35.000 American boys and 
the wounding of more than 100,000 
other Americans. This was a war 
which the United States entered 
not to protect a colony as Franc# 
did in Indochina but to repel ag­ 
gression on the theory that th# 
cause of world peace would be ad­ 


vanced by that action. But here 
this lofty motive is lost sight of as 
the pressure comes from public 
opinion in Britain and France to 
make some sort of deal with the 
Communists. If it were not for 
America's stubborn opposition to 
such a course—prompted by an 
awakened public opinion in the 
United States — this conference 
would wind up quickly in an abject 
surrender to the Communists. Th# 
will to resist communistic aggres­ 
sion is theoretical rather than real 
and is applied primarily to Europe. 
Here on this continent isolationism 
is quite popular, only it is known 
by the more euphemistic term 
“ nationalism.” 
Dulles Standing Firm 
Here in Europe, moreover, It is 
considered proper for Frenchmen 
to believe in France above all else 
and for Britons to believe In Brl-

Anyone who becomes violently

likely to blame the last thing he 
ate. particularly if hamburgers, 
shrimp, or ham were consumed. 
We now know that these edibles 
are not the most 'common causes 
of food poisoning; in recent years 
they have been superseded by pro­ 
cessed 
meats, custards, 
cream 
pies, 
pastries, 
sandwich 
mixes, 
dressings, and puddings. 
Water 
and milk also play a role, but in 
most 
communities 
both 
these 
sources are watched so carefully 
they rarely get out of hand.

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many other persons are affected in 
the same way at the same time. 
Food poisoning differs in that only 
those who have consumed the sam# 
meal are made ill. 
In addition, symptoms develop 
within six hours after eating the 
spoiled product. 
The individual 
becomes 
nauseated, 
dizzy, 
and 
breaks out into a cold sweat. This 
is followed by vomiting, abdominal 
cramps, 
and 
diarrhea. 
When 
symptoms are severe, prostration 
follows and many go into shock. 
I have observed big. husky sol­ 
diers who were strong enough to 
lift a cow, wilt completely when 
overtaken by poisonous food. Dis­ 
tress lasts two to six hours and 
thereafter the pulse strengthens 
and the color improves. In severe 
cases, weakness, nausea, cramps, 
and loss of appetite may persist 
8 to 24 hours. 
Almost everyone 
survives because nature sees to it 
the contaminated material is elim­ 
inated, but fast. 


Nowadays, most food poisoning 
epidemics are traceable to infec­ 
tion with the hemolytic staphylo­ 
coccus. 
This germ is a frequent 
inhabitant of the skin and is found 
in infected cuts, pimples, boils, and 
in the nose and throat of victims 
of the common cold, 
Most of us are able to tolerate a 
certain number of these micro­ 
organisms in food but the situation 
changes when they multiply rapid­ 
ly. 
This arises when our food 
handlers develop colds or have 
cuts and abrasions on their hands 
and when food is handled in an in­ 
sanitary manner or is stored in 
uncovered vessels. 
Improper re­ 
frigeration or inadequate coolung 


also play a role. 
The most sus­ 
ceptible foods are leftovers that 
have been exposed to bacteria sev­ 
eral times. 
Chicken, salads, pas­ 
tries, and sandwich mixes 
are 
most 
vulnerable 
because 
staph 
germs thrive on these items.

UNS*-When th# 
last bellow is heard in the Me- 
Carthy-Army 
debate, 
and 
th# 
wicked little red eyes of the TV 
cameras grow dim, what then? 
W’ho pays? And who's minding th# 
store in the meantime? 
As this hearing goes along it be­ 
come* increasingly evident that 
there is going to be a winner and 
there is going to be a loser. Some­ 
body eventually will be exposed 
before millions as a liar or an in­ 
competent or a perverter of power. 
Somebody els# is going to be re­ 
vealed ss a tower of truth, an ef­ 
ficient 
public 
servant, 
and 
a, 
guardian of democratic processes. 
If it is Sen. McCarthy, Roy M. 
Cohn and Francis Carr who ar# 
revealed as in the wrong in this 
case, it could mean the end of Mc­ 
Carthy's unique power in his party, 
and peremptory dismissal from th# 
subcommittee staff of Cohn, who 
has a remarkable record in th# 
work of fighting domestic com­ 
munism, and of Carr, who had a 
fine record with the FBI. 
It would be within the power of 
the subcommittee, the “ McCarthy 
subcommittee” , 
to 
recommend 
that its chairman be indicted for 
perjury, lf he loses the “ who's 
lying?” hearing. It could also rec­ 
ommend that he be hit with a 
Senate censure, which is a form 
of placing a man “in Coventry” for 
the rem aulder of his time in the 
upper house.

'The av erage homemaker might 
find it profitable to take a lesson 
from her bu tcher on how long u n­ 
frozen m eats can be stored in the 
regu lar food compartment of her 
hou sehold refrigerator w i t h o u t 
spoiling, or losing q u ality . 
Contrary to popu lar belief, the 
refrigerated "storage ’’fe” of all 
tv pes of m eat is not the same. 
'The safe storage period of certain 
tv pes of m eat can v ary as mu ch 
as from two to 40 day s, if kept 
in the regu lar food compartment 
of the refrigerator. 
According to ex perts on food re­ 
frigeration, 
homemakers 
shou ld, 
whenev er possible, freeze meats 
for long storage periods. 
A good storage ru le to follow 
is this: "when in dou bt, freeze the 
m eat." 
Recent tests condu cted by a 
manu factu rer with the food com­ 
partment of a hou sehold refrigera­ 
tor maintaining 38 degrees (F) 
prov ed that the av erage safe stor­ 
age period for fresh, u nfrozen ham­ 
bu rger 
was 
abou t 
fou r 
day s, 
while beefsteak stored in the same 
refrigerator had a safe storage life 


of abou t eight day s. Therefbre. If 
the homemaker ex pects hambu rg­ 
er to keep as long as steak, shq 
is bou nd to be disappointed. 
Some o the more perishable beef 
items su ch as liv er and heart, hav ® 
an ev en shorter storage life. Th® 
av erage storage time for heart was 
two day s and liv er ranged from _ 
two to six day s. A rib roast of beef 9 
showed that it cou ld be safely 
stored for ov er ten day s. 
The 
safe refrigerated storage 
period for lamb and v eal was abou t 
six day s as far as chops and cu t­ 
lets were concerned. Howev er, v eal 
kidney s had a safe storage life of 
only abou t two day s. Approx imate 
safe storage times for other meats 
were fou nd to be: 
Chicken, sev en to nine day s; 
sau sage, sev en day s; chops, three 
to fiv e day s; frankfu rters, eight to 
nine day s; ham, twenty -fiv e day s; 
sliced bacon, twenty -six day s, and 
smoked tongu e, forty day s. 
More perishable meats su ch as 
liv er and hambu rger shou ld b® 
stored in the freezing compart­ 
ment of a refrigerator if the home­ 
maker does not plan to cook them 
within a day or so after pu rchase.

Automatic Washer Safer For Housewife 


Those ads you read in the palmers 
about 
automatic 
home 
laundry 
equipment usually stress conven­ 
ience. 
They really ought to em ­ 
phasize safety. Probably none of 
the modern 
marvels in 
today’s 
home has eliminated more h.iz- 
ards for the homemaker. 
Almost 
everyone 
knows 
of 
a 
neighbor who once mashed her 
finger in a wringer or tripped on 
the stairs With a 
bundle of wet 
clothes or of a h a g g a r d hu sb an d 
who nearly strangled h im s e lf at 
night on the clothesline in the varri 
or basement. And hot-water scalds 
sr* frequent In homes practicing 
Old-fashioned laundry meth«»d*. 
Although 
statistics on wringer 


accidents are not available news­ 
p ap e r clipping services will pro- 
| vide 
any 
skeptic 
with 
literally 
bushes of stories on wringer mis­ 
haps that occur! cd in any given 
period. 
These safety hazards are just 
. .(bout eliminated bv modern wash­ 
day 
equipment—automatic wash­ 
ers. automatic dryers, or a com­ 
bination of Ixith in one itnit. 
In the days before automatics, 
homemakers had to puzzle over 
an apparent contradiction. 
They 
knew that the "hotter the water 
the whiter the wash ” But* they

knew

painful experi­ 
ence that hot wat< 
scalded and 
burned. 
The automatic washer 


has eliminated this hazard. 
Today, the homemaker's hands 
need never touch water. She can 
use water as hot as she chooses. 
And this is especially important 
in view of research conducted by

1 w'ater at 145 degrees or more in 
older to kill bacteria present in 
th* clothes. 
Another potential hazard — the 
danger of electric shock—is no 
longer the threat it once was. With 
old-fashioned washers, the care­ 
less homemaker sometimes used to 
work on a wet basement floor. 
instead of standing on a raised 


I wooden platform. Every now and 
then, someone reached for a light 
switch while standing in water and 
got a nasty shock. That doesn't 
happen with today's automatics. 
Dryers have done a great deal 
more to get rid of germs and 
bacteria. Clothing dried outdoors 
on the line is a catch-all for air­ 
borne germs, soot and grime. It 
frequently dries harsh and stiff, 
and is often irritating to wear. 
A dryer dries the clothes fluff­ 
ily and softly. And some models

The average homemaker might 
find it profitable to take a lesson 
from her butcher on how long un­ 
frozen meats can be stored in the 
regular food compartment of her 
household refrigerator w i t h o u t 
spoiling, or losing quality. 
Contrary to popular belief, the 
refrigerated “ storage W e” of all 
types of meat is not the same. 
The safe storage period of certain 
types of meat can vary as much 
as from two to 40 days, if kept 
in the regular food compartment 
of the refrigerator. 
According to experts on food re­ 
frigeration, 
homemakers 
should, 
whenever possible, freeze meats 
for long storage periods. 


A good storage rule to follow 
is this: “ when in doubt, freeze the 
meat.” 
Recent 
tests 
conducted 
by 
a 
manufacturer with the food com­ 
partment of a household refrigera­ 
to r maintaining 36 degrees 
<F>j 
proved that the average safe stor­ 
age period for fresh, unfrozen ham- 
“ burger 
was 
about 
four 
days, j 
a while beefsteak stored in the same 
refrigerator had a safe storage life 


of about eight days. Therefore, tt 
the homemaker expects hamburg­ 
er to keep as long as steak, sha 
is bound to be disappointed. 
Some o the more perishable beef 
items such as liver and heart, have 
an even shorter storage life. Th# 
average storage time for heart was 
two days and liver ranged from 
two to six days A rib roast of beef ( p 
showed that it could be safely 
stored for over ten days. 
The 
safe 
refrigerated 
storage 
period for lamb and veal was about 
six days as far as chops and cut­ 
lets were concerned. However, veal 
kidneys had a safe storage life of 
only about two days. Approximate 
safe storage times for other meats 
were found to be: 
Chicken, 
seven to nine days; 
sausage, seven days; chops, three 
to five days; frankfurters, eight to 
nine days; ham. twenty-five days; 
sliced bacon, twenty-six days, and 
smoked tongue, forty days. 
More perishable meats such as 
liver and hamburger should be 
stored in the freezing compart­ 
ment of a refrigerator if the home­ 
maker does not plan to cook them 
within a day or so after purchase.
